No casualties resulted, 
but the engine of the work train was 
considerably damaged, several cars 
derailed and the Bluegrass Special 
delayed for about three hours until 
the track was cleared.

One American was killed and 
three wounded in an attack by Mex 
ican bandits on an oil boat at Tarn 
pico Wednesday. 

An amendment to the Administra 
tion Railroad Bill empowering the 
President to take over all 
competing with trunk roads 
ed by the House. 

Frank Beadier was ambjshed at 
midnight at Clay, Ky., by unknown 
men at Mine No. 7, of West Ken- 
tucky Coal Company. Beadier was 
shot nine times with a pistol and died 
before aid could reach him. 

Emma Goldman and Alexander 
Berkman, the Anarchists now in pris- 
on for conspiracy to interfere with 
the draft, co-operated with German 
spies in foreign countries, according 
to letters made public by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

The Red Cross liner Florizel, from 
St. Johns for Halifax and New York, 
with 140 persons aboard, including 
seventy-eight passengers, was wreck- 
ed twenty miles north of Cape Race 
during a blinding storm. Some 00 of 
the passengers and crew were saved. 

Five American aviators in the 
United States and France fell to their 
leath Saturday. Three of the air- 
men were killed at Park Field, near 
Memphis, one at the Evermore Field, 
Ft. Worth, and the fifth was shot 
down in combat over the lines in 
France. 

The scope of control by the Feder- 
al Reserve Board's Capital Issues 
Committee of municipal bond issues lu 
was greatly Increased by the reduc- t,< 

tion from $250,000 to $100,000 as 
the minimum size of municiffcl issues 
over which the committee will extend 
its influence. 

Increasing demands for raw ma- 
terials caused rn increase of $2S0,- 
000.000 in the imports of this coun- 
try for the first seven month* of the 
fiscal year. Restriction of exports not 
contributing directly to the prosecu- 
tion of the war caused a 1186,000,* 
000 decrease in exports. 

That the administrator of the es- 
tate of Mis. Mary Lily Flagler Bing- 
ham will contest the operation of the 
Kentucky Inheritance Tax Law waa 
indicated in a report submitted by L. 

W. Botts, vice president of the Fidel- 
ity & Columbia Trust Company. The 
valuation of the vast estate was plac- 
ed at 160,3*0,004.10. 

Four National Army soldiers are 
held in the guardhouse at Camp 
Lewis, Washington, on a charge of 
treason. The men, it is charged, plot- 
ted to kill their officers the first time 
they got into action in Europe and 
deliver the American force to the 
German army. Authorities at Camp 
Lewis are awaiting a presidential 
•Tarrant from Washington for the in- 
ternment of the men as alien ene- 
Miae, The Judge Advocate General 
announced that all charges of trea- 
son would be tried by a court-mar- 
tial. 

Meatless days in the United States 
have saved 140,000,000 pounds of 
beef in four months, the food admin- 
istration announces. In this period 
liiS.OOO, 000 pounds of beef were ex- 
ported to the allies, together with 
400,000,000 pounds of pork prod- 
ucts. The announcement concludes: 
"If the many peonle who have assist- 
ed in the accumulation of exportable 
stocks of meat products could receive 
the expressions of gratitude with 
which these shipments are now being 
received in Europe they would feel 
amply rewarded for the sacrifice."

Super- 
intendent Caneer and his splendid 
corps of teachers had manifested 
their patriotic spirit in the prepara- 
tion of an inspiring program which 
the children, young gentlemen and 
ladies, always expressive of their 
love for country, rendered in a man- 
ner well calculated to "Keep the 
Home fires Burning." National airs, 
scones ot wasnington, nits oi his- 
tory, tributes to the flag, in prose 
and poem, completed an exercise 
worthy of the day. The flag raising 
was under the auspices of the Boy 
Scouts.

SAUNDERS MADE FOOD ADMR. 

Hon. James N. Saunders has been 
food administrator of this coun- 
ty and has already assumed his du- 
ties. His selection is an admirable 
one and that he will give the work 
much of his attention and see that 
all orders given are carried out to 
the letter none who know him will 
doubt. Under the rules of the food 
rdministration, no manufacturer or 
dealer can sell to a retail town cus- 
tomer in excess of twenty-four 
pounds of flour, or to a country cu 

in excess of forty-eight pounds 
and then in each instance, only when 
the customer buys from him or pro- 
duces written certificate that he has 
bought from another a like amount 
of substitutes which have not been 
balanced by flour purchase. The sub- 
stitutes under the act are hominey, 
corn grits, corn meal, corn starch, 
com flour, barley flour, rolled oats, 
oatmeal, rice, rice flour, buckwheat 
flour. The farmer may have his own 
wheat ground, custom grinding, with- 
out being compelled to take a like 
amount of substitutes, but the Gov- 
ernment urgently requests that he do 
so . Until April 30th, slaughtered 
hens and pullets cannot be sold, and 
live hens and pulleta can only be sold 
for egg production purposes. 



FISCAL COURT .MET MONDAY 

The fiscal court had a meeting 
Monday and the members spent most 
of the day talking about pikes and 
how to manage them and keep them 
in repair. All of the magistrates were 
present and after much discussion it 
was unanimously agreed that the 
pikes be divided into sections of 
three to four miles and have farm- 
ers living on them superintend the 
work, the court to recommend the 
work to be done. Quite a number of 
farmers have already pledged their 
services to look after sections near 
their homes and if a sufficient num- 
ber will agree to do so, the work 
can be done for much less than it 
would cost to have a regular road 
overseer. An advantage of having a

ons of the pikes consists in the fact 
that work can be done when it is 
found necessary and the overseer 
will not have to ride all over the 
county to get to the work. Then too, 
there would likely be a rivalry among 
the men in charge of the roads, 
tnsny of whom would take pride in 
having their sections show up bet- 
ter than the other fellow's The I. J. 
hopes the plan will prove a satisfac- 
tory one, for if there ever was a 
time when road work was needed it 
is now.

Experts are going over his books, 
and the further fact that the grand 
jury is in session might have caused 
Anderson to commit the rash act.

A res- 
olution will be presented to expunge 
it from the Record and have Powers 
rebuked for taking advantage of a 
privilege. This is the second speech 
Powers has made in answer to Judge 
Robsion and franked it over the 11th 
district. It shows the manner of man 
he is to those who do not know his 
real character and the incident should 
lead to an abrogation of the privi- 
lege of having speeches printed at 
the expense of the government that 
are never delivered, or at least the 
adoption of a resolution that no 
speech shall be printed that deviates 
from the subject for which the priv- 
ilege is granted. Nearly every copy 
of the Congressional Record is 
crowded with alleged speeches in 
which rascally members take ad- 
vantage of the permission to print 
by using the space for private or 
electioneering purposes.

THE LATEST WAR NEWS 

Nikolai Lenine, he Bolshevik Pre- 
mier, end Leon Trotzky, Foreign 
Minister, have made an abject sur- 
render to Germany. They have de- 
clared their readiness to accept the 
Kaiser's peace terms and have sent a 
delegation to Brest-Litovak to take 
up the negotiations. 

Another Spanish steamer, the third 
in less than a month, has been sunk 
by an enemy submarine. The Maria 
Caspio, bound for New York, was de- 
stroyed in the Atlantic. The crew 
was picked up by Spanish liner 
Caspio Lopez y Lopez, which was 
halted by the submarine, which 
threatened to sink her also, because 
she carried cars for a railroad partly 
owned by French capital. The liner 
finally was permitted to go on her 
way. 

American guns of the latest type 
and the heaviest caliber are in serv- 
ice on the American sector in France 
and on the Italian front, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by the War De- 
partment. The general belief had 
been that there were few heavy 
American guns in Europe. 

That Chicago packers knew four 
days before his appointment that 
Hoover would be Food Administrator 
was charged by Attorney Francis J. 
Heney before the Federal Trade 
Commission yesterday. 

Chancellor von Hertling, in the 
Reichstag yesterday, declared that he 
could fundamentally agree with the 
four principles proposed by Presi- 
dent Wilson for a mutual exchange 
cf views. The Chancellor asserted, 
however, that the principles must be 
subscribed to by all States and all 
peoples. Regarding Belgium, he said 
Germany was willing to discuss terms 
when proposed by the Belgian Gov- 
ernment. He expressed the belief 
that Wilson's message of February 
11 may constitute "a small step to- 
ward a mutual reapproachment." 

The internal situation in Russia 
-ontinues chaotic. So bad have con- 
iitions become in Petrograd that a 
state of siege has been declared by 
the military authorities. Looting and 
other reprehensible deeds will result 
in sentences of death, it is announced 
by the Bolshevik authorities. All ex- 
plosives must be immediately turned 
in to the authorities on pain of the 
holders being declared outlaws. Op- 
position newspapers have been sup- 
pressed and other organs have been 
warned that inaccurate information 
published in them will lead to the ar- 
rest of the editors and their staffs. 

Germany is ready to reopen nego- 
tiations with the Bolsheviki.. Peace 
it is said, will be granted to Russia 
provided the territory demanded at 
the Brest-Li to Vlk conference be sur- 
rendered. This includes all of Cour- 
land. In the meantime the German* 
continue th<?ir invasion virtually un- 
checked, and Petrograd is in immi- 
nent danger, To the south Austrians 
ind Ukrainian! are marching on 
Kiev, according to London. This Dr. 
von Seydlor denied emphatically in 
the lowere house at Vienna. At Pe- 
trograd Allied Ambassadors are in 
lympathy with the Rolsheviki and 
are to ai l them.
